School for Mountain Boys Near 
Rome Gets Handsome Gift 
as the Result of a Visit to /t 
by Robert C. Ogden and 
Party.

Mrs. Russell Sage has contributed 
$26,000 to the endowment fund being 
raised f®r Miss Martha Berry's school 
for mountain beys, near Rome, Ga. 
The donation gomes as a result of the 
visit of the Ogden party to Rome and 
their inspection of the institution. It 
isestated; though not officially, that 
to the board of trustees of the institu- 
tion will be added the name of Everett 
Macey, of New York, the well-known 
philanthropist and millionaire. 

Miss Berry's school stands for that 
system of education which thinkers 
and practical men have agreed is the 
only rational system for the boy of 
the mountain, that is the education 
which more dtrectly equips him for 
usefulness in his immediate environ- 
ment. : 

A Practical System. 

It is the practical system -which co- 
relates education and life, and 
boy, while having -his mind trained, 
applies that training simultaneously 
and begins his life work in the school 
rocm, 

No one can visit the school, found- 
ed, built and worked out on its pres- 
ent broad scope by a noble young 
Georgia woman and not be convinced 
that the institution represents most 
medern educational thought in practi- 
cal application in a district of Georgia 
where such education is most needed. 

The Ogden Visit. 

At the conclusion of the Conference 
for Education in the South. recently 
meeting here, Mr. Robert C. Ogden 
took a party of thirtv-two people to 
Rome .to inspect the Berry school, in 
the party being not only men stu- 
dents of educational svstems, but men 
representing severa! boards organized 
for the purpose of promoting educa- 
tlonal work along different lines and 
in all sections of the countrv. At the 
conciusion of the day's visit there was 
the greatest enthusiasm expressed by 
the individual members, They were 
interested tn” fhe “Splendl@ Work and 
system demonstrated in the schoo! and 
touched by the retation of the young 
woman to the school and the student 
body. 

“With brave hearts. strong arms, and 
brains to till the soll, vou will go out 
from here,” said Mr. Ogden to the 
boys. 

Subsequently he remarked. “I have 
had to see this school to appreciate 
its full usefulness, and IT am going to 
bring it to the attention of those, from 
whom, I believe. Miss Berry willl re- 
ceive assistance.” 

The promise has been kept, and the 
school previouslv inspected by Mr. 
Campbell, representing the Russell 
Sage fund, and found to be one meet- 
ing a great educational call is now re- 
ceiving its award of merit. 

The Endowment Needed. 

Miss Berry is now struggling for the 

necessary endowment to perpetuate 
the institution, which stands as a mod- 
el school of its kind, but denendent 
for life upon what may be said to be 
the effort of the one woman. 
_. It was about eight years ago that 
~Miss Berry, in a little log cabin, on 
her mother’s estate. near Rome, start- 
ed the little school. 

In a phenomenally short time the 
project grew, she giving to it from her 
personal income. and soliciting contri- 
butions wherever she could obtain a 
hearing. Boys flocked to the _ school, 
and, year by year, through her effort, 
the scope of the institution was ad- 
vanced, and the need for additional 
funds was manifest. 

Miss Berry’s Object. 

Miss Berry's object now is to obtain 
an endowment fund, which will war- 
rant the perpetuation of the institu- 
tion. The contribution of Mrs. Sage 
comes at the right time, and the 
young Georgia woman, with those of 
her friends in Georgia giving her the 
substantial endowment which is their 
Obligation, will see materialized in a 
short time a permanent educational 
plant of incalculable value to Georgia 
mountain boys.

on the condition that $75,000 be raised . 


elsewhere. Mrs. Sage's contribution 
reduces the amount to be raised by 
friends of the school to $50,000. 


AIR CRAFT EXPLODED 
AS IT TOUCHED EARTH 


Army Balloon No. 12 Destroy- 
ed—The Occupants Es- 
caped Unhurt. 


Omaha, Neb., May 10.—Army balloon 
No. 12, which ascended 
Omaha at 10:18 o’clock today, landed 
at Jackson, Neb., at 6:45 o'clock this 
evening. In making the landing, the 
gas bag exploded a few feet above the 
ground, and was destroyed, but peither 
Captain Chandler nor Lieutenant are, 
who made the flight, were seriously in- 
Jdred. Jackson is about 30 miles west 
of Sioux City. 

Captain Chandler believes trat the 
@as bag became charged with static 
electricity, and on reaching the ground,

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Savannah, Ga., May 10.—‘‘'Guiltv’ was 
the verdict brought in at 9 o'clock to- 
night by the jury in the case of-the so- 
called ‘“‘turpentine trust,’ though, pe- 
the names of the two _in- 
dicted corporations are omitted, and 
the verdict applies only to the five in- 
dividual defendants, E. S. Nash, presi- 
dent of the American Naval Stores Com- 
pany; Spencer P. Shotter, chairman of 
its board of directors; George Meade 
Boardman, of New York, its treasurer, 
and J. F. C. Myers, vice president of 
the company, and Carl Moller, of Jack- 
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sonville, FPla., manager‘ of that com- 
pany, and also Jacksonville manager of 
the National Transportation and Ter- 
minal Company. 

The sixth defendant, Charlies J. De- 
loach, was found not guilty at the di- 
rection of the court. _ 

Guilty on Two Counts, 

Unless deferred at the request of the 
defense, sentence will be passed to- 
morrow morning. .A motion for a new 
trial will be made. 

The verdict finds the five individual 
defendants guilty on the first and sec- 
ond counts of the indictment. The third 
count was ordered stricken in the early 
stages of the trial. The first and sec- 
ond counts charge the defendants with 
conspiring to monopolize interstate 
trade. 

The jury does not mention either of 
the indicted corporations, the American 
Naval Stores Company and the National 
Transportation and Terminal Companys. 
The surprise the verdict caused in the 
court room and in Savannah was con- 
plete. It was generally believed that a 
verdict would favor the defense, and 
that if it did not, a recommendation to 
the mercy of the court would be made. 
The maximum sentence ig a fine of $5,- 
000 and a term of one year in prison. 

Trial Lasted Four Weeks. 

The case went to the jury late 
afternoon, efter four weeks of 
battle, testimons and speeches. 

At the end of the afternoon session, 
Judge William B. Sheppard, who 
presiding, announced that court would 
journ until 9 o'clock tonight, when, 
the jury were ready to be heard 
it would be received.

City Officials Employ 
Own Accountant. 


Two Auditers Will Investigate 


Bookkeeping Methods, and 
Council Committee May Em. 
ploy Third—Officials Resent 
Charges by Subcommittee.

William B. Sheldon, of the Sheldon 
Audit Co., which has an office at 303 
Candler building, announced vyester- 
day afternoon that he had been em- 
ployed by the heads of the city de- 
partments to investigate their book- 
keeping system. 

It appears that the different city of- 
ficilats resent the charges that their 
methods of bookkeeping are lax,. and 
to prove thetr beliefs, they have en- 
gaged this expert accountant to exam- 
ine their records in detail and to make 
a complete report, which, they trust, 
will exonerate them from every charge 
advanced that thefr work is not ‘well 
executed. 

The city officials, with 
to back them up, @ropose 
that Atlanta has a splendid system of 
keeping accounts in its city depart- 
ments, and-hape to place entirely 
hors du combat the charges brought 
by the subcommittee on commisSion 
government. 

Will Accountants Agree? 

That Mr. Shetdon has been engaged 
means that there will be rival audit- 
ors on the city’s books, and it is 
very interesting proposition to figure 
out, whether Alonzo Richardsgn, em- 
ployed by the subcommittee, and Mr. 
Sheidon, engaged by the city officials, 
will agree in their reports. Both ac- 
countants are most capable, and are 
sure to probe the city’s system to the 
limit.

Aldrich Is Satisfied. 

At the conclusion of the session Sen- 
ator Aldrich stated that he regarded. 
the vote as an indorsement of the ac- 
tion of the committee, and he express- 
ed confidence that all the schedules of 
the committee would be upheld. 

There was much interest in the vote, 
as it was considered a test of the 
strength of the republican Insurgents. 
Of the 35 votes cast for the amendment, 
eleven were cast by republican senators, 
but they were-not sufficient. The com- 
mittee won with four votes to spare.

Mehmed V Is Now Ready 
‘to Rule Over Turkey. 


First Blue-Eyed and Fair-Hair. 
ed Sultan in Four Centuries, 
and First Beardless Ruler of 
His Line—Ceremony in the 
Mosque Was Most Solemn. 


Constantinople, May 
ended his.coronation day by plowing a 
furrow in the lawn at Dolma Bagtsche 
palace, symbolically at least, bv hold- 
ing the plow handles for a fraction of 
a minute while two horses dragged it 
a few vards. In carrying out the an- 
cient test, Mehmed V showed himself 


to be sound of body, and fit to bear |}, 


the physical burdens of the empire. 

It had been a day both of fulfillment 
of ancient customs and of breaking 
them. Christians for the. first time 
were admitted to the small mosque at- 
tached to Ayoub mosque, and allowed 
to see the ceremony of girding the 
sword of Osman upon the _ sultan. 
Among thirty persons present were 
Bucknam Pasha, an American, and 
Woods Pasha, an Englishman, both of 
whom are in the Turkish service. 

Ceremony Solemn and Beautiful. 

They were impressed with the beauty 
and the solemnity of the ceremory, 
which, with the chants of the priests, 
lasted only twenty minutes. 

As the sultan crossed the court yvard 
of the mosque to enter his carriage, a 
white turbaned hadja, or teaching 
priest, caused a moment's excitement 
by running forward with a petition, 
which he tried to hand to the sultan, 
at the same time talking somewhat 
wildly about the Koranic law. Two 
soldiers. caught him and hurried him 
out of the yard. 

The day. notwithetanding rumors of 
reactionary plots, passed peacefully, 
and without'§ sign of disturbance. 
Lights are blazing in the minarets and 
mosques of Constantinople tonight: the 
ships in the harbor are outlined in 
electric bulbs, and the city generally is 
celebrating enthusfastically the gitrd- 
ing of the new sultan. 

Blue-Eyed, Fair-Haired Sultan. 

The scene when the sword of Osman 
was girded on the new eultan was a 
strange mixture of historical eastern ob- 


servance and modern western civiliza- 
tion. Mehmed YV, the (first sukan in 
four centuries who has had blue eyes 
and fair hair, was dressed in a western 
uniform of olive green khaki. Within 
Sight of the equare were the Byzantine 
walls surrounding the city and. the 
Genoese tower of St. Sophia, two strik- 
ing suggestions of fifteenth century his- 
tory. 

In further contrast waa the fact that 
his majesty, chosen by the constitu- 
tionalists to rule the empire, stood up- 
right in an open carriage, fresh from 
the most fashionable manufacturer of. 
Paris, and raised on high with a dig- 
nified gesture the ancient sword worn 
by thirty-four of hig ancestors and 
carried by twenty-eight of his fore- 
bears since the conquest of Constanti- 
nople. It was remarked also that 
Mehmed V was the “(first pbeardless 
ruler of his line; he wore only a pointed 
mustache. 

All Religions Represented, 

In addition to the Sheik-Ul-Islam and 
the Ulemas, there stood near Mehmed 
representatives of the principal re- 
ligions of the empire. These were the 
Greek patriarch, the chief Jewish rab- 
bi, three Armenian notables and repre- 
sentatives of the Bulgarian exarchate 
and the Gregorian Protestanis. 

The sword of Osman was taken at 
an early hour this morning from the 
treasure house of the old seragiio and 
carried to the mosque bv Chelibi, or 
the “holy one of Konia.’ Chelibi is 
grand master of the Melevee, or 
dancing dervishes, one of the most 
ardent of the dervish orders. He is 
reputed to be a direct descendant of 
Jella-Leddeen, who founded the order 
in the thirteenth century. He is a 
man with modern ideas. and has intro- 
duced agricultural machinery among 
the people. . 

The impertal party was received at 
the mosque by the Sheik-Ul-Islam, 
clad in eream colored silk robes and 
wearing a green turban, and a large 
gathering of Ulemas wearing white 
and green turbans, and clad, some in 
white, some in black and some in 
}purple gowns.

When He Pumped Bullets 
Into Body of Annis. 


Urging the Jury to Acquit 
His Client — The Case Will 
Go to the Jury Some Time 
Today. 


Flushing, N. Y., May 
more of. summing up by the prosecu- 
tion and afterward the court's charge 
—then the case of Captain Peter C. 
Hains, Jr., charged with the murder 
of William E. Annis, will pass into 
the hands of the jury. This, in brief, 
is the schedule that the trial of the 
young army officer is expected to fol- 
low tomorrow. 

Today’s session of the court was 
marked by the final appeal by John F. 
McIntyre for the defense and part of 
the final plea of George A. Gregg for 
the prosecution. 

When adjournment was taken late 
this afternoon, Justice Garretson an- 
nounced that he would allow Mr. Gregg 
just an hour tomorrow in which to 
complete his remarks. The court then 
will immediately charge the jury and, 
as the chief will consume about an 
hour, Captain Hains’ fate should be 
in the hands of the jury shortly after 
noon. 

Captain Hains’ Mother Wept. 

Mrs. Hains, the mother of the de- 
fendant, with her husband, General 
Peter C. Hains, and their son, Major 
John PP. Hains, Hstened to Mr. MclIn- 
tyre’s vivid plea for the life of the 
prisoner. 

Throughout the mother wept quietly, 
and General Hains frequently gave 
way himself as he endeavored to com- 
fort her. 

Except for a few moments when his 
lnwvyer forcefully had taken hold of 
the prisoner and askefl the jurv to 
study him as the Hving evidence of an 
insane man, Captain Hains displayed 
neither emotion nor interest in the 
proceedings. ; 

When grasped by the lawyer he 
turned toward Mr. McIntyre with a 
vague look of surprise and resentment 
and moved uneasily in his chair. But 
he quickly lapsed inot his former list- 
less attitude. 

While Mr. MeIntyre’s address was 
basically an argument to show the in- 
sanity of his client, nevertheless he 
seized every opportunity to emphasize 
the dramatic and pathetic; and to hint 
at times at the “unwritten law. 

God Directed Killing of Annis. 

In opening his plea Mr. McIntyre 
said: 

“It was the act of God that directed 
Captain Hains’ hand when he took the 
life of the man who ruined his home. 
The meeting between Annis and the 
defendant was accidental; there. was 
no intention to kill.” 

All references to the “unwritten 
law’ were promptly objected to by the 
prosecution and the objections were 
sustained. 
~The prisoner’s mother and father 
withdrew when Mr. McIntyre con- 
cluded, and Mrs. Helen Annis, in deep 
mourning, appeared with her mother 
and sister. They remained in court 
while Mr. Gregg. was speaking, the 
center of interest. 

The former district attorney bit- 
terly denounced the insanity plea of 
the defense, declaring that it was con- 
ceived and manufactured by the de- | 
fendant’s lawyers as a last resort. He 
branded the shooting as a “cowardly 
murder, committed with deliberation 
and premeditation.”

Chicago, May !0.—It is time to begin 
the fight on flies. Health Commissioner 
Evans has sounded the warning in his 
weekly bulletin on Chicago's health. 

In the war on flies, the report pre- 
scribes the best death for the insectd. 
It gives the formula for a poison that 
will kil! the flies and not endanger hu- 
man life. 

A dram of bichromate of potash, dis- 
in two ounces of water and 
sweetened, is the cheap and effective 
method of encouraging the flies to kill 
themselves. 

There are other sanitary regulations, 
though, that the health report says 
ought to be exercised. Here are some 
of the ways suggested: 

Screen your windows and doors be- 
fore fiy time. 


Screen all food, ‘especially milk.

Keep files away from the sick, eape- 
cially those ill with contagious diseases. 

Eliminate the breeding places of files 
—this is important. 

The following should be done: 

Sprinkle chloride of lime or kerosene 
over contents of garbage boxes and other 
refuse. 

Keep garbage receptacies tightly cov- 
ered. Clean the cans daily. 

Clean the boxes every week. Sprinkle 
them witn kerosene or chlileride of lime. 

Pour kerosene into the drains; keep 
sewerage system in good order, 

Clean ewspidors every day; keep a § 
per cent solution of carbolic acid in 
them all the time. 

Don't.allow dirt to accumulate in eér- 
ners, hind doors, back of radiators 
or under stoves. 

No dirt—no flies.

EIGHTEENTH WEEK 
OF CALHOUN TRIAL 


Heney Trying to Show Cal.

San Francisco, May 10.—The eighieenth 
week of the trial of Patrick Cashoun, 
president of the United Railroads on 
a charge of bribery, opened today.

Predictions that it will be July 1 and in some instances even August 1, 
before the tariff bill reaches the stage of final amendment are, to say the 
least, disheartening. 

_ That would mean, possibly, another month before the final adjournment 
of the-extra session, and we are thus confronted by the prospect of some 
three months more of tariff agitation.

Where they have been made, as, for instance, by the steel 
trust, they have cut into the indeperdent producers, who have been forced 
to reduce wages and to curtail forces.

Of course, the consumers of the country, as well as many of the busi- 
ness interests, would like to see a favorable and satisfactory tariff measure

on Alleged Cruelty to 
Convict. 


Exonerating from all blame whatso- 
ever any and all persons connected in 
anyway with the alleged crueities in- 
flicted upon E. C. Hues, the county 
convict found shackled while an inmate 
of the county hospital, the public works 


committee yesterday afternoon filed with , 


the board of county commissioners a 
report on the case made famous by 3e- 
vere criticisms which have been leveled 
at the convict camp authorities by Dr. 
Len G. Broughton and others, 

While the committee, in its report, ad- 
mits that the prisoner was shacaied 
while dangerously ill, it denies that 
the presence of the shackle caused the 
prisoner any pain or serious inconve- 
nience, 

The Commilttee’s Report. 

This report, the first made by 
committee on the subject, is, in full, as 


the 


follows: i 

To the Honorable Board of County 
Commissioners of Fulton County—Gen- 
tleSien: iinder the resolution of your 
honorable body, adopted May 5, refer- 
ring the case of E. C. Hues to the pubd- 
lic works committee for investigation 
and repo:t, that committee begs to sub- 
mit the following report: 

After notice to all concerned, this. com- 
mittee took up the investigation of this 
matter at the office of the county com- 
missioners Saturday, the 8th instant, 
gOing fully ino the matter, bearing from 
all present who desired to be heard 
from, as well as receiving such affida- 
vits as were offered. 

Upon a full, careful and patient 
vestigation this committee finds and 
reports: that the hearing disclosed no 
facts existing at the convict camp 
which justified the charges of gross neg- 
lect and cruelty which have been cir- 
culated through the press, and no con- 
ditions in reference to the prisoner, 
which, if wrong, would: not have been 
corrected promptly had the same been 
brouglit to the attention of the county 
superintendent, or any member of the 
board. 


in- 


Kindly Treated itn Camp. 

The evidence disclosed that the pris- 
oner had been kindly treated while in 
the camp and hospital, had reeeived 
€00d attention from the officials in 
charge, and that from the prisoner him- 
self came no complaint. nor from any- 
one visiting the camp or hospital was 
there any complaint of neglect or cruel 
at any time during the pris- 
oner’s stay in camp or hospital, nor did 
it appear from any testimony from any 
source that any pain, suffering. or in- 
jury was caused the prisoner ai any 
time by any of ‘the’ officlals or em- 
ployees, unless the opinion expressed bv 
one of the witnesses, that when the 
anklet was removed he saw pain in 
the prisoner's face, could be construed 
as such evidence All other testimony 
on this point was to the effect that the 
prisoner was not subjected to any pain 
or injurv in the removal! of the anklet. 
nor was there a particle of evidence 
from any source that’ there was any 
bruise, or hut. or sign thereof on any 
of the prisoner's body. The ev!- 
dence further showed that the county 
phvsician had caused one of the anklets 
to be remoted shortly after the pris- 
oner was brought to the camp, that 
the leaving of the other was at most 
only an oversight. and that the physi- 
cian was under the impression that the 
other had been removed until his atten- 
[i0n was called to it shortly before tne 
prisoner was taken from the county 
hospital, when it was ut once removed. 


No Censure for Anyone. 


While no member of this committee 
would favor the shackling of any pri3- 
oner in the condition Hues ts alleged 
to have been in, before and at the time 
of hig remova!, and while {[t Is the rule 
of the hospital that anklets be re- 
moved when in the judgment of the 
physician it is advisable, vet this 
committee, at the same time, recag- 
nizes that in the care of several hun- 
dred convicts handled in a half dozen 
different camps throughout the coun- 
ty, a rare instance of this kind mtght 
occur, as did this, without just cause 
of censure to any official, or employee. 
and without wrong on the part of 
anyone. Accidents sometimes happen 
in the best regulated families (to say 
nothing of convict camps).

May Establish Training School. 


This much is assured already, but 
an even more important detail of the 
larger enterprise is the proposed train- 
ing school for Christian workers, to 
be added in the near future. The 
Southern Presbyterian church at pres- 
ent has no such institution within its 
bounds.. Though it has’ several large 
and flourishing theological seminaries, 
these .institutions do not meet the deé- 
mands being made for the training of 
Christian workers for both the home 
and foreign field, who do not care to 
take the full theological course pre- 
scribed: for the education of every 
Presbyterian minister. But such an 
institution is deemed by miany Pres- 
byterians to be an immediate neces- 
sity, and the advantages of Atlanta 
as a lecation for such a school are so 
manifest that it seems there will be 
less difficulty in establishing this 
school here in connection with the 
hospital than at any other place in the 
bounds of the’ general assembly. 

Among the most important factors 
in the work of extending and en- 
larging the hospital, are the various 
organizations of the women of the 
church.

Washington, | May 10.—President 
Taft today sentfto the senate the 
nomination:of Henry Groves Conner, a 
democrat, to be United States judge 
for the eastern district of North Caro- 


| lina. 


The vacanct on the North Carolina 
bench, caused by the death of Judge 
Thomas R. Purnell, has existed for 
some months and has been a source of 
much concern to President Taft. The 
contest for the place has been bitter, 
and the republicans of. the eastern dis- 
trict of North Carolina recently urged 
the president not to appoint a demo- 
crat, even if he had to go out of the 
district to find a suitable republican 
for the place. 

The president has given more con- 
sideration to this North Carolina 
judgeship than to all of the other va- 
cancies on the federal bench with 
which he has had to deal since his in- 
auguration. He has been in constant 
consultation with the North Carolina 
senators and representatives, and has 
had placed before him the names of 
at least a dozen candidates. 

The selection of Judge Conner has 
been foreshadowed for several davs 
and his nomination today did ~ not 
come as a surprise to those who have 
followed the matter closely. Judge 
Conner was for about tefA vears on the 
bench of the supreme court of North 
Carolina and for a number of years 
before that was a judge of the su- 
perior courts. Judge Conner tis de- 
scribed as a man of liberal views po- 
litically, and is so regarded at the 
white house, in spite of his long af- 
filiation with democracy.
